Introduction 


A  very  few  years  have  served  to  advance  us  from  the  irises  of  yesterday, 
to  the  marvels  of  today.  Hybridizers  are  still  striving  to  attain  new  glories 
— taller  stalks,  heavier  substance,  greater  richness  of  color.  As  in  other 
years,  we  have  brought  together,  Over-the-Garden-Wall,  many  of  these 
new  irises,  especially  those  from  American  originators. 

But  the  pendulum  swings  in  the  iris  world,  as  elsewhere.  From  the 
fine  achievements  in  the  newest  bearded  irises  of  the  present  day,  some 
enthusiasts  are  turning  back  to  the  old — to  the  species  that  have,  for 
centuries  been  growing  and  blossoming  along  the  shores  of  the  Mediter¬ 
ranean,  through  Syria  and  Turkestan  to  China  and  Japan;  up  the  slopes  of 
the  Pacific  coast  ranges,  across  fields  and  marshes  into  Canada,  and  as 
far  south  as  the  Gulf.  And  the  greatest  of  these  are,  again,  the  latest  to 
be  found — -those  magnificently  colored  irises  that  Dr.  Small  and  his  asso¬ 
ciates  have  brought,  these  last  few  years,  from  Louisiana.  No  one  can  tell 
how  old  these  iris  species  of  hill  and  marsh  may  be;  to  most  of  us,  they  are 
refreshingly  new. 

In  line  with  turning  from  the  old  to  the  new,  it  is  a  pleasure  to  announce 
here,  the  entry  into  the  business  of  our  son,  Willard  Maxwell  Kellogg. 
And  this  has  made  possible  another  new  specialty  for  us — the  growing  of 
rock  plants.  A  rock  garden  has  been  constructed  which  will  show  you 
both  unusual  rock  plants,  and  interesting  small  irises. 

We  look  forward  with  pleasure  to  many  visits  from  our  friends,  both 
old  and  new,  as  we  know  the  rock  garden  will  add  weeks  of  interest  to  our 
usual  short  season  of  irises.

Novelties  are  always  of  interest;  everyone  desires  to  see  and  be  able  to  talk  about 
the  newest  things.  This  natural  wish  is  the  j ustification  for  the  collection  of  recent  American 
introductions,  that  we  have  attempted  to  bring  together,  these  last  few  years.  The  courtesy 
and  friendly  cooperation  of  hybridizers  throughout  the  country,  enables  us  to  offer  our 
visitors  the  opportunity  to  see  a  planting  of  these  American  irises,  second  to  none  in  the 
country.  Each  year  a  section  of  the  garden  is  set  apart  for  novelties  and  seedlings,  which 
are  left  undisturbed  for  at  least  two  years.  This  proves  a  time-saver  for  those  desirous 
of  studying  the  most  recent  introductions.  Criticisms  are  welcomed;  seldom  is  any  one 
iris  admired  by  everyone;  seldom,  too,  is  any  iris  disliked  by  all!  Perhaps  only  a  few  of  the 
multitude  of  irises  now  being  registered,  will  prove  worthy  of  permanent  worth;  but  here 
they  are,  most  of  them,  for  you  to  see.  We  regret,  however,  the  omission  of  the  Sturtevant 
and  Morrison  irises;  the  list  was  long,  and  expensive  for  a  “poor”  year,  and  Miss  Sturte- 
vant’s  garden  is  near. 

The  American  Iris  Society  gave  Honorable  Mentions  to  26  irises  last  year  (H.  M., 
A.  I.  S.  ’31);  we  believe  that  fifteen  of  these  varieties  were  on  the  market  last  season,  and 
they  will  all  be  found  growing  Over-the-Garden-Wall.  They  are: — Ambera,  Blackamoor, 
Black  Wings,  Chromilla,  ClaraNoyes,  Desert  Gold,  Meldoric,  Pink  Satin,  Quivera,  Rameses, 
Red  Dominion,  Sacremento,  San  Diego,  Waconda  and  Wambliska.  We  shall  hope  to 
have  the  others  for  you  next  season,  as  well  as  many  of  the  ’32  awards.

Daintily  poised  on  slender  stems,  above  masses  of  narrow  foliage,  these  little  irises 
range  in  color  from  white,  thro’  palest  lavender,  turquoise  and  blue,  to  dark  purple.  They 
bloom  with  the  bearded  irises  but,  unlike  these,  will  be  happy  in  moist  shady  places.  Plant 
deep  and  feed  well.

tities  of  water,  especially  while  coming  into  bloom.

Iris  Species  and  Hybrids 


The  remarkable  “find”  of  Louisiana  irises  has  given  a  tremendous  impetus  to  interest 
in  all  iris  species.  Some  of  these  require  special  soil  and  locations;  many  will  prove  easy 
growing  garden  friends,  in  rock  gardens  and  borders,  near  pools  and  streams.  In  the 
following  list  you  will  find  many  interesting  items,  including  a  few  of  the  “new-old”  Louisi¬ 
ana  irises.  Within  a  few  years  we  hope  to  offer  you  all  the  species  that  are  hardy  in  New 
England.
